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Major advances made in Londoi

LONDON — On Friday morning Iasi 
week — in Ihe open air wilh the clouds 
blowing overhead bin, fomntalely. no rain 
falling — two important steps forward 
were taken in Britain's relations wilh the 
Arab world. 

One mi;is the beginning of the Arab League 
itclcgaiicm's visit io Liuidnrt. an event much post- 
poned and agonized over since the ddcgniinn vi- 
sited Washington. Paris. Moscow and Peking lust 
illinium. The other step forward wns that for the 
first time ever a British Prime Minister met, and 
was full i Iviefed on iltc Palestinian case, by n 
member of the Palestine National Council. 

The visit began officially with the delegation's 
lender, 1 1 is Majesty King Hussein, reviewing a 
guard or honour or (lie First Bminlion of I lie Gre- 
nadier Guards, while the hand played music by 
Mozart. U was a dignified and fitting way for the 
British government to honour the King mid the 
delegation, and also to demonstrate its i mention 
to bring to tin end an unfortunate episode in 
A nglo- A rab rclai ions. 

Alter die ceremony the prime minister, Mrs. 
Thatcher, .shook hands with all the members of 
the delegation, including the Palestinian repre- 
sentative, Prof Wnlid Al-Khalidi, a tall and im- 
pressive figure in the group. Then Ihe Arab lead- 
ers und die British ministers walked across the 
parade ground to Number Ten Downing Street, 
where they began serious talks on the Middle 
East. Later they had lunch and then went to 
Buckingham Palace, where oil members of the

delegation were received by the queen. 

At a news conference on Saturday, King 
Hussein said that the mission to London had been 
a success, and that Anglo-Arab relations were 
once again as they should have been. The point 
was taken up by Foreign Secretary Francis Pym, 
who said that (he meeting had taken place in a 
good atmosphere. 

As well as long expositions of (heir respective 
cases by King Hussein and Mrs. Thatcher, there 
was also a detailed exposition of the Palestinian 
case by Prof. Al-Khalidi. Officials said later that 
they could not recall a previous occasion when 


the prime minister had heard directly from a 
Palestinian the arguments for a state being formed 
in the West Bank nnd Gnza. 

So. despite the liici that in ihe end Mis. That- 
cher did not meet' an actual member of the PLO. 
she did hear iju‘ Palestinian case in lull And rein- 
lions between Britain and the Arab world were 
restored to good health. This may indeed he foll- 
owed by n reinstatement or Mr Pym’s visit to 
Saudi Arabia and the Gulf, which was to have 
taken place in January. 

Over the weekend, Mr. Pym held separate 
talks with the foreign ministers ofSmidi Arabia, 
Syria and Morocco. All of this is most satisfactory 
to both sides, and probably more than either could 
have expected when ihe crisis over the A mb Lea- 
gue visit first blew up in December. 

Bui the significance of the visit has changed 
since then, h now had a new importance, coming 
as it did after the Palestine National Council 
meeting in Algiers, and near to the end nftlie time 
in which President Reagan's peace plan has any 
reasonable chance nfsucccss. So it has to he asked 
whether the mission to London achieved any- 
thing more than a restoration of good A nglo -A rab 
relations. Did it, indeed, improve die chances of a 
just and lasting pence in the Middle Fast where, in 
the words of King Hussein, conditions arc ex- 
tremely grave and where the position hit he occu- 
pied territories is extremely dangerous 1 ? 

Non-starter 

The answer to these questions is, I think, yes-- 
but only up to n paint. The major obstacle to pence 
is, as everyone acknowledges. Isiaeli intrans- 
igence - and the Israelis were in no way con- 
nected with iheLondnn talks. The innior question

Most of these cveilts are scheduled for the- 
Royal Cultural Centre in Amman: but further de- 
tails as to location, timing and ticket prices can be* 
obtained from the EEC Delegation on 668 1 9 1 .or 
at the embassies pr the various countries repre- 
sented. Tickets are also on sale at selected hotels 
and bookstores. 

Every day from Ip a.m. to 10 p.ni„ at the. 
Royal Cultural Centre, fnsci noting exhibitions' 
Will be on display. An EEC Commission exhibi- 
tion explains co-operation between Jordan and 
the. communities; a British one con tains facsimiles 
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of ancient Qur'nns and bindings, and France has 
sent a collection of the works or contemporary 
artists. But perhaps the most fascinating will be an 
Italian exhibition of working models based on 
Leonardo da Vinci's "engineering" sketches, and 
the German National Museum's presentation or 
"Treasures of Astronomy”, showing how Arabs 
Influenced the discoveries of medieval Europe. 

The latter exhibition, a 4 1 -piece collection, is 
considered especially notable. The collection, on 
its first trip outside Germany , is priceless and has 
been insured at DM 10 million. 

Accompanying the German exhibition are 
Mrs. Karin Holzamcr, from the Nuremborg 
museum's graphic section, and pr. Johannes 
Willers, curaioroNts deportment of arms, armour 
and scientific instruments. 

Mrs. Holznmer told The Star that two astro- 
labes, which arc among ihe museum’s most out- 
standing exhibits, were chosen to be shown as 
something that could bring the German and Jor- 
danian peoples together. 

Dr. Willers said th? astrolabe, an Arab inven- 
tion, is a model of (he cosmos which if cut across 
Ihe equator, figuratively' speaking, would reflect 
on a plane surface the position oft he earth and the 
stars. There are only 1 5 known original astrolabes 
made before AD 1300. the museum has two of 
them, and sent both with this exhibition. 

They are made of brass inlaid with silver. The 
first was made in Saragossa, Spain, by Ahmad ben 
Mohammad Ai-Naqqash, in the year of the Hijra 
472, (AD I 079/ /80), and is the oldest preserved 
astrolabe. U was given to the museum in the lgte 
1 9th century, ,by a patron who had bought it in a 
Rome antique market. 

^ The second one was made in Hama, Syria In 
Hijra 698 (AD 1 298/99), by Al-Sahl Al-Astrulabf 
Al-Nlrtboqri. It was used by the rather of modern 
astronomy , Regiomontanus, . Who lived and 
worked in Nuremberg apd must have acquired it 
during/his. travels in Italy; In. 1490.

Beirut court gives camp 
land back to its owner 


BEIRUT (AP) — The Higher Civil Court has ruled that the Lebanese government must 
evacuate inhabitants of the Mlch-Mfch Palrtllnlan refugee camp In southern Lebanon within 
six months or pay the Lebnnese owner of the land nenrly $90,000 the Independent dally 
An-Nnhar newspaper reported on Wednesday. 

The newspaper snid the rerdlcl wns pronounced Tuesday In favour or Lebanese proprietor 
who sued Ihe government for taking his 56,767-squnre-kllomelre land and giving it to the 
United Nations Relief G and Works Agency (UNRWA), which In (urn settled some 2,347 
Palestinian refugees In wlutt Is now known as the Mieh-Mieh camp, located on a hill overlook- 
ing the southern Lebanese costal city of Slddon 40 kilometres south of Beirut. 

The court ruled that unless lhe inhabitants were evacuated within six months, the Lebanese 
government Will par (he landowner the equivalent of $90,000 plus nn annual sum of 90 cents for 
each square kilometre until the full evacuation of all (he camps Inhabitants Is coni pletcd, and 
the land Isre turned to its owner, according to An-Nahar, The paper Identified the proprietor as 
Matin Hanna Waklm. 

The report was confirmed by coart officials on Wednesday, The officials, who requested 
anonymity, snid the case wns the first of its kind in Lebanon.

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Jerusalem panel head predicts attacks

I- nrllicr Israeli attacksayalnst Muslim Holy 
shrines in the occupied territories can be 
expected, according to Mr. Fayez Jaber, 
Secretary-General of the Royal Committee 
lor Jerusalem Affairs. Mr. Jabcrtoid the Star 
Ilia t the only way to prevent Zionist at- 
tempts to erase the Muslim presence in 
I’ulestlne Is through a unified Arab and 
Muslim stunce. 

When asked about the Arab and Islamic 
reaction against the Israeli attempt tosettlc 
in the Al-Aqsa Mosque Mr. Jaber said that , 
“In the absence of the Arab and Muslim 
forces, there Is no way lo redress the crime, 
except presenting the Issue to International 


committees, such as UN Security Council, 
Uncsco, and other International commit- 
tees.”

"All de- 
nouncements, portends, and criticism arc 
wort bless,” he said. "The Araband Muslim 
World shoulder much of the responsibility 
for hulling Zionist agression against Jeru- 
salem.”

ancially or morally In all aspects. It is 
necessary for the Arab States to keep on 
contributing funds to aid the Palestinian 
people in the occupied territories. 

"We ought to use all kinds of mass media 
lo present our Issue to various international 
committees and to inform people know 
about the situation.” 

Commenting on the main goals or Israel, 
Mr. Juber said that, "right from the be- 
ginning of the occupation of Jerusalem, the 
Zionists tried on the governmental and re- 
ligious levels to implement their goals by 
declaring that they want to rebuild their 
ancient temple.” 

According to Mr. Jaber, many attempts 
to take over the Al-Aqsa mosque have been 
made, either by entering Al-Aqsa Mosque to 
pray in it, or lo kill the prayers in it, or by the 
continuous attempts by Jewish extremists 
to pcnlraie the foundations ofAl-Aqsa and 
Al-Ilaram Al-Sharlf. 

"That last horrible action Is a link in a 
chain. Some of regular Israeli soldiers and a 
group of religious extremists took part in the 
incursion against the shrine. This means 
apparently that it Is planned by the Israeli 
government.” 

On further Israeli steps, Mr. Jaber said 
that this recent attempt Is only aprefaccfora 
larger and worse catastrophe. “The Israeli 
government is now in accustomed to the 
Arab response against their repeated prac- 
tices on our holy places. It is not for away if 
we wake up one day to listen to the radio or 
read to the newspapers that Jews have bar- 
ricaded the Al-Aqsa Mosque, orsabot aged it 
or that they have built a settlement In it. 

"But anyhow, 1 feel that there must come 
a day In which we must restore Jerusalem and 
otheroccupied lands.

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Stability begins

The LAST month's movement in the market indicates the beginning of 
jubiliiy. The ado created by the banks sector is lading away, despite the 
fact that this sector is still inking the lend in the bundling. Meanwhile, ihe 
insurance sector has begun to breathe again. 

During this week, from 22-28 March, about 420,000 slut res were 
handled M a market value of over JD 2 15 million divided among 1 .600 
contracts; a drop of 32.1 per cent compared to last week. Daily handling 
averaged JD 430,000 with a deviation of 1 2 per cent, or 2.5 percent ufthe 
market total. 

The banks sector occupied 7 1 9 percent oft lie inurkel activity, a drop 
of 3.8 points compared to last week 

Four banks accounted for 84 6 percent of the. sector’s business or 60.5 
per cent of the total. The Hank of Jordan occupied 49.3 per cent of the 
sector or 35.4 per cent of the lotul. Jordan National Bank occupied had 
23.7 per cent and 1 7.1 per cent respectively ; the Arab Bunk 7.7 per cent 
mid 5.J per cent, and the Islamic Bank occupied 3.4 per cent or 2.5 per 
cent of total market handling. 

The industry sector occu pied 16.8 per oum oft he market, an increase 
of five points compared to last week Five companies out of 28 occupied 
52.5 -per cent or the sector or 9 per cent of the market total. Jordan 
Petroleum Refinery had 16 3 per cent of the sector’s business or 2.8 per 
cent of the total, followed by Arab Pharmaceutical Manufacturing with 
IJ.5 per cent and 2.3 per cent respectively; Jordan Cement Factories 
with 83 percent (1.4 per cent): National Steel Manufacturing with 8 2 
percent (1.4 per cent), and Intel mediate Petrochemicals Industry w'ith 
6.2 per cent or the sector or I . I per cent of the market total. 

The insurance sector occupied 6.9 per cent of the market, a drop of 
only 0-3 points compared to last week. Three companies out of nine 
occupied 77.3 per cent <>l the sector or 5 4 per cent of the market. They 
wercHoly Land Insurance with 27.

PRETORIA {ONSl •• John Vorstcr. the dis- 
graced former Prime Minister and Suite Pre- 
sident of South Africa, who resigned in 1979 
vhen it was revealed he had helped cover up 
die biggest scandal in his country’s history, 
made his first political reappenrnnee recently. 

He addressed an overdo wing hnll of more 
than 2.000 students in Pretoria but it was not 
the start of a political comeback. Vorstcr 
stands no chance of regaining high office. His 
motive is simply vengeance. 

He wants to nail his successor. Prime Mi- 
nister P.W. Botha, who forced his resignation 
over the Information Department scandnl in 
which South African newspapers exposed the 
department's underground propaganda ope- 
rations. 

It is widely known that Vorster is bitter 
with Botha- According to his friends. Vorster 
claims Botha wrs as much in the know nbout 
the scandnl as he was. 

Vorster s speech had two objectives - to de- 
clare opposition to Botha's token attempts to 
reform apartheid and. by implication, to sup- 
port ihe extremist Conservative Party which 
broke away from Botha last year. 

If the Botha plan were implemented, he said, 
“it will sound the death knell of the white man 
in this country." Afterwards Vorstcr was met 
by a beaming Dr. Andries Trcurnicln. the

Conservative Party leader, xvho told reporters 
with smiling understatement: “1 think there 
was some comfort in that for me.” 

It hardly seemed convincing to anyone with 
r memory of Vorstcr’s 12-year premiership.

He was never on the right wing of his 
National Party. He in fact initiated the prag- 
matic revisionism which Botha is now taking a 
little further, and caused the first breakaway 
by an extremist splinter group, the Herstigle 
Nasionale Party, in 1969. 

Thereafter he sought to hobble TreurnichL 
by giving him a nominal post in the Cabinet. It 
was never any secret that he did not share 
Treurnicht's hardline views. 

Noxv, after nearly four years of political 
obscurity spent living in an apartment over- 
looking a motorway in the out-of-the-way city 
of Pori Elizabeth, Vorster has reappeared pu- 
blicly lo back Treurnicht against Botha. 

With the eye of an old campaigner, he has 
spotted an unusual opportunity to seek his 
revenge. In the heat of the furious passions 
that the split within the once close-knit Afri- 
kaner community is generating, one of Botha's 
most senior Ministers, Sicphanus Botha, 
challenged Treurnicht: "You resign your seat 
nnd I'll resign mine.’’ 

Treurnicht accepted, and ihe two men must 
now fight for re-election in special polls 
scheduled for 10 May. 

The stakes are extraordinarily high for both 
parties. Commentators agree that ir the Prime 
Minister's man loses it could be fatal for the 

reform policy and crippling.for P.W. Botha. If 


Treurnicht loses it will be Ihe end of him and 
his party. 

With stakes like thHt, Vorstcr clearly hopes 
his intervention as a one- time folk hero among 
the Afrikaners - he won the biggest election 
victory in the country’s history two years be- 
fore his fall - will swing the balance against 
Botha. 

The old warhorse gave a good hustings 
perron-nance. He has always been a stolid, 
dour-looking man with heavy jowls and 
hooded eyes. He has grown more so in the 
past four years. But he is still a rousing orator 
in his native Afrikaans, xvith a pianist’s sense 
of timing and a skill at stirring deep ethnic 
emotions. 

it was an emotional speech that had his 
conservative audience at the University of 
Pretoria alternately hushed and cheering. 
There was an awed silence when he told them: 
"You are the young Afrikaner leaders of to- 
morrow and you have a siicrcd mission to 
fulfil in southern Africa. It is for that reason 
that it was determined by the Creator of 
nations that the Portuguese should not co- 
lonize this country. Had they done so it would 
have gone the way of Angola and Mozambi- 
que by now." 

Then, after a finely timed pause, came the 
cheering when he said: "We must, we can, we 
will retain South Africa - and that means we 
cannot relinquish the essential political power 
to others."

the newspaper file on her public stnieme ms is thin 
and interviews are rarely given. 

But the going must be particularly tough noxv 
at a time xvhen Yugoslavia is in deep economic 
trouble. This month the West is expected to pro- 
vide some three billion dollars or more in new 
credits. And there xvill be more to come. 

Mrs. Planinc is naturally in the firing line for 
criticism from (he man and woman in the street 
who see falling living standards, growing shor- 
tages and now rationing for coffee, cooking oil 
and detergent. 

But ffshe Is reeling the heat! she does not seem 
to he showing it. Like Britain's Iran Lady, she 
never has a hair out of place. But she differs from 
Mrs. Thatcher in another respect. Her husband, 
an engineer in Zugreh, has never been seen with 
her in public.

The 
prugnimmu has evoked some controversy 
since only a small fraction nfJews leaving the 
USSR actually reach Israel, most preferring 
to emigrate tn Europe or the United Slates 
even though the programme was explicitly 
designed to promote emigration to Israel. 

Emigration support on a larger scale, but 
less quantifiable, is involved In the tying of 
US exports to the USSRnnd, more recently, 
Romania, to the exit rates of Jewish 
emigrants. These costs, measured In for- 
gone exports or unwarranted trade conce- 
ssions, are difficult to measure hut are no 
less real. 

Another Important, but also not quan- 
tifiable, form of economic assistance Is the 
two-pronged support given to Israel’s arms 
industry, involving sustained supply of 
weapons technology and also facultative 
access to niurkets. Weapons arc now 
Israel's lending export and generate some 
$1.4 billion per year, which Is about one- 
third of total manufactured exports, making 
Israel the most weapons-lntenslve export 
economy In the world - some S3 50 per ca- 
pita per year. 

Israel has enjoyed ciTeetlvely free access 
to US military technology, partly through 
acquisition - free or at nominal prices- ofa 
wide spectrum ofTcchntcal Data Packages 
('I'D P's), which save large expenses for R£D 
or tooling, and pnrtly through extensive 
mobility uninng engineers and scientists 
between US defense manufacturers or 
weapons laboratories and Israeli facilities. 
This technology transfer has permitted Is- 
raeli firms to compete Increasingly against 
US vendors. 

Secondly, in some markets the United 
States has invoked self-denying restraint In 
selling arms, as in Nicaragua, South Africa, 
or Argentina, and Israel) sales to these 
countries have thereby been facilitated. 
Congress lias often proved particularly 
helpful in sustaining Israel's access to these 
specialized markets, where US abstinence is 
responsible for a sizu hie part oflsracrssaics 

- possibly upwards of 5500 million. 

As weapons exports loom lurger In 
Israel’s foreign exchange balances, close 
co-operation by the United Slates In sup- 
plying technology, authorizing re-export of 
[■S technology or components, and ab- 
staining from direct competition will he In- 
creasingly Important. This provides one 
effective means ofcconomlc aid which docs 
not require hearings or a budget appropri- 
ation and may be even more Important In the 
future. 

The growing weapons and military 
equipment exports have significantly re- 
duced the dollar burden of Israel's military 
purchases. Weaponsexportsareexpectedto 
exceed $1.5 billion per year and will offset 
between one-half and two-thirds of the 
programmed Imports of military hardware, 
so that net foreign exchange costsofinilltary 
equipment are much less than the gross 
imports. 

The various trade concessions, 
although Involving unbudgeted aid, do 
involve real economic costs to the 
United Slates, Just as they are valuable 
to Israel. US forbearance concerning 
Israel’s exports of weapons In com- 
petition with the United States and Its 
special duty-rrec access to US domestic 
markets translate into lost foreign ex- 
change earnings and lost jobs. 

The privileged transactions can only 
be estimated, but the lost exports and 
competing Imports may range between 
$500 million and $1 billion per year, 
which directly translates Into a mi- 
nimum or 25,000 Jobs (export value of 
$20,000 per job). Each million dollars 
worth of manufacturing sales or exports 
generates about 50 Jobs directly and up 
to 80 or more, allowing for the mul- 
tiplier effect. 

The loss In US domestic employment 
resulting from the special status granted 
to Israel’s exports |s actually larger. 
First, the estimate of the protected 
transactions Is conservative, since only 
some of the privileged sales are In- 
cluded here. Second, the Jobs multiplier 
associated with such lost exports Is 
high, so that the Indirect losses are 



also high. This results from the high 
level of unemployment In the United 
States today, under which circumstan- 
ces the foreign trade multiplier Is large. 

The minimum employment loss Is 
thus 25,000 Jobs, but a more likely 
estimate would be 100,000, allowing for 
the full spectrum of special transactions 
and also recognizing the significant 
multiplier effect In today's weak 
cconomv. 

This classification embraces the oil 
supply agreement under which the 
United States would divert oil to Israel 
In the event that Israel’s oil supply 
were cut off. 

Under the several Memoranda of 
Agreement of 1975 and 1979 the United 
States has guaranteed Israel's , oil 
supply, both In terms of price and also 
volume. If the United Suites Itself were 
suffering an ull-supply Interdiction, the 
volumes guaranteed to Israel are re- 
duced according to the International 
Energy Agency oil-allocation formula, 
and the relevant probable scenario In- 
volves transferring approxi- 

mately 150,000 barrels per day of oil to 
Israel from US domestic production 
while the United States Itself loses 
most ur all of Its Imports of Arab oil. 
A 1979 amendment to the Export 
Administration Act exclusively autho- 
rizes the exportation of US-produced oil 
to Israel under such circumstances. 

The economic costs of sacrificing 
additional oil under such conditions 
imply an annualized loss or GNP for 
the United States of possibly $10 - 18 
billion, equivalent to a loss of $1 to 
$1.5 billion per month during the Im- 
plementation of the agreement. The loss 


function depends upon both the depth 
and duration of the oil supply cut-off 
simultaneously afflicting the United 
States and could be still greater If the 
oil enibaTgo were particularly successful, 
or If other suppliers were to divert oil 
from the United States. 

US aid to third parties Is also linked 
to support for Israel and Is thus part 
of the overall package. 

Small consequential funds have been 
received by the United Nations refugee 
programme (UNRWA) which provides 
$52 million per year of the Palestinians 
displaced by the Israelis. Recently 
another &100 million has been re- 
quested to ftind relief programmes for 
the Lebanese and others rendered 
homeless during Israel's last invasion or 
Lebanon. Also the United States has 
contributed approximately $125 million 
per year to the Multinational Force and 
Observers (MFO ) stationed on the Is- 
raeli-Egyptlnn frontier. 

The largest consequential Item Is the 
present aid programme In Egypt, which 
amounts to $1.5 billion' per year and 
which is now tied to Egypt’s political 
neutrality under the Catnp David 
agreements. This aid substitutes for the 
official old from Arab sources, . which 
was lost once President Sadat embarked 
upon his separate peace treaty with 
Israel. Egyptian neutrality is an Im- 
portant factor which permits Israel to 
concentrate Its military forces on the 
northern or eastern frontiers, a point 
which was made in the last represen- 
tations by the Israeli Ministry of Fh 
ance In Its proposals for more aid.

What are the prospects for GCC 's success

IT ALL STARTED in the shadow of Iran as 
a security idea. 

With talks of AW ACS. intelligence gather- 
ing. strategic stockpiles, defence pacts and 
collective alert systems at the highest levels. 

But in less than three years, the dream of 
setting up the Gulf Co-operation Council 
(GCC) finally yielded and odd, though 
powerful animal on the world economic 
theater. 

Soon after the initial announcement in Fe- 
bruary 1981 and the following summit of 
heads of states from Saudi Arabia. Kuwait, 
Bahrain, Qatar, the United Arab Emirates and 
Oman, the project mushroomed to become the 
Middle East largest beehive of ministerial and 
senior official meetings, projects, studies, se- 
minars and consultations. 

No dancing and singing though, as in so 
many earlier attempts towards Arab unity. 

Since. March I. 1983, the GCC has become 
officially a common morkcl with citizens, 
goods, services and capital free to move from 
one country to another. The only restrictions 
still pending; local properly regulations, to 
avoid sudden speculation, and a maximum 
equity stake of 75 per cent in any local venture 
by an outside, though GCC citizen. 

The lifting of import duties on ail goods 
originating from the GCC area may not have 
much impact on prices. Most standard duties 
averaged ] to 3 per cent except for Bahrain 
where food and non-essential goods were hit 
respectively by 5 lo-'lO per cent duties. But 
paints, bananas, records and musical equip- 
ment. steel bars and a wide range or ma- 
nufacturer goods enjoying protective duties in 
Qatar, bahrnin. Saudi Arabia and Oman 
should become cheaper. 

The event didn’t make much headlines 
around the world. 

But it nonetheless is the most important 
economic step made since the birth of the < 
Arab League in 1945. j 

For it could become the prime catalyst in ‘ 
the next decades for a long sought wider pan- I 
Arab common market. j 

It still may be 134 times smaller than the * 
European Economic Community trade wise * 

but the potential could be far greater in terms « 
of regional growth and mutual benefits. 

For one. Youser Al-Shirawi, a long lime ! 
advocate of a Gulf common market, is stunned 1 
by the rate of achievements. As Bahrain's r 
development and industry minister, he never ] 
foresaw such a rapid progress. ^ 

And he is glad that the GCC moved so , 
swiftly to implement the free movement of h 
pqople and goods but kept away f rom intro- ir 
ducing a common currency until fiscal policies Sl 
are organized. 

Neither is he daydreaming over a full In- b 
: ?* ralcd flnd co ordinated Industrial policy. 
•That should come after 1985. “

I HI: DEADI OC'K in the Lcbancsc- 
Ismeli negotiations and Israel’s op- 
pressive measures in the occupied 
West Bunk uiul Gaza, as well ns the 
.settlement drive there, are major topics 
in newspaper editorials. 

I he Qatari daily, Al-Amb, writes 
that Lebanon has rejected Israel's hu- 
miliating terms because they encroach 
upon its sovereignly and indepen- 
dence. The paper adds Mini this Le- 
banese stand places heavy responsibil- 
ity tin the United Slates, which has 
pledged to secure the withdrawn! oHs- 
raeli troops without infringement of 
l.elxuion's national independence. 

Noting that ihe Lebanese govern- 
ment has accepted (he Intest US propo- 
sals while Israel rejected them, the 
paper says the situation has reached a 
difficult stage due lo the simple fact (lint 
Israel seeks to block any effort to 
achieve peace in the region. 

Another Qatari newspaper, Al- 
Rn.vn, wonders what will happen next, 
tiller the US lias shown its inability to 
force an Israeli withdrawn! from Lebn- 


The paper goes on to say that all 
signs deduced from Israeli leaders' 
statements indicate that Israel intends 
to continue its occupation of Lebanon 
for years, and transform that country 
Into a zone of influence of its own. All 
this is happening with US support, and 
in the absence of any effective Arab 
intervention that could help Lebanon 
overcome this predicament. 

Al-Raya lauds the courageous Le- 
banese resistance against the Israeli oc- 
cupation forces, describing il as Ihe one 
action which will be most effective in 
eventually forcing Israel to reconsider 
its plans to prolong its military 
presence. 

Thu English-language Qatari Gulf 
Times writes that Israel has apparently 
decided to slay ill Lebanon one mare 
year, until (he US presidential election 
campaign gets under way - thus forc- 
ing postponement of any cITective US 
action in the Middle East. 

"Americans will soon find (hat 
their government is being made ridicu- 
lous by a group of aggressors whose 
very existence depends on -the US tax- 
payers' money," the paper remarks. 

It suggests that sooner or later. Am- 
ericans will demand an end to this Is- 
raeli behaviour after being faced with 
repealed Israeli rejection of all peace 
cfTprls, including President Reagan's 
peace plan. 

On settlement building in the occu- 
pied territory, the Cairo newspaper 
Al-Ahram savs Israel will be held re- 


sponsible for blocking t he peace 
process in the Middle East because of 
its insistence oil continuing to build 
new seiilcmems and resorting to milit- 
ary power. 

Referring to EEC leaders’ state- 
ment in Brussels last week on the Mid- 
dle East, which condemned Israel's 
settlement policy as an obstacle to 
peace and called for self- determination 
for lhe Palestinians, AI- Ahram asserts 
that the logic of justice will finally be 
the only means or establishing peace in 
the Middle Enst. 

A Qatari weekly newspaper, Al- 
Qurouba, denounces US policy to- 
wards Israel's sell lenient activity and 
Washington's refusal to exercise any 
pressure lo force an end to the set- 
tlement building. 

"The Arabs demanded US pressure 
on Israel to slop the building of set- 
tlements, and President Reagan replied 
a few days ago to this demand by refus- 
ing to exercise such pressure. This 
clearly means that US credibility is no 
longer to he relied on," the pa per says 

Recalling that President Reagan’s 
Middle East plan contains a provision 
calling for a freeze on settlement build- 
ing, the paper says that during the five 
months which have elapsed since the 
US president profTerred his plan, the 
government or Menacliem Begin has 
expanded its settlement activity and 
stepped up the confiscation of Arab 
land, with the US maintaining com- 
plete silence. 

Al-Khaleej newspaper of Abu 
Dhabi remarks l hat Israeli Chief ofStafT 
Rarae! Eitan’s recent disclosure that 
the army provides Jewish settlers with 
weapons clearly indicates that the 
army was behind the attempt to storm 
Al-Aqsa Mosque in occupied Jer-

launched bv the settlers against the 
defenceless Palestinian population. 

"What is also clear is that the US- 
backed Israel is not only altering Pales- 
tine's geographical character but also 
slaughtering Palestinians at a time 
when A mbs are pleading for pence and 
send envoys to world capitals to de- 
mo list rate Arab peaceful intentions," 
the paper notes. 

ft concludes by urging the A rats lo 
defend their rights by practical means 
in the face ol a determined Israeli bid to 
sabotage every peaceful intention. 

The Algerian newspaper AI- i\loi»- 
Jnlild describes President Chadli Ben; 
edid's recent visit to Tunisia mul his 
talks with President Bmirguiha ;is a 
"triumph of realities" mid a step In- 
wards the Greater Arab Maghreb. 

Another paper, At-SIm’h. writes 
that the friendship trenty signed by the 
Algerian and Tunisian leaders is ti ma- 
jor achievement designed to defiisc the 
lime bombs planted by colonialism 
with the aim of separating the two 
brotherly people and sowing tlissen- 
sion among them. 

Ad-Dustour newspaper wel- 
comes the recent steps to patch tip 
differences among the Maghreb 
slates, which the paper describes as 
reflecting genuine effort to set up 
the Gffeater Maghreb, ft says the 
Maghreb states (Morocco. Algeria 
and Tunisia) arc apparently trying 
lo follow a line similar to the one 
which Ipd to the establishment of 
Ihe Gulf' , ‘Qo-operalion Council. 

“We have been observing this rap- 
prochemcht between Algeria and 
Morocco, and we hove been hear- 
tened ns we see that their bloody 
dispute over the Western Sahara is 
about to end," the paper writes. 

It goes on to say that in addition to 



the Gulf Co-operation Council and 
the prospective co-operation body 
grouping the Maghreb states, Egypt 
and Sudan are moving towards in- 
tegration in vnrious fields, basing 
their moves on common interests 
and tics of kinship. 

The pnper expresses the hope thnl 
similar steps will tie taken in oihet 
parts of the Arab world, to put an 
end to all in ter- Arab disputes and 
bring about a common basis for ef- 
fective pan-Arab action. 

Commenting on the European Par- 
liament president's call on EEC 
lenders to urge the United Stales lo 
take a firmer stand towards Israel 
and ti mune flexible nnd positive at- 
titude towards the Pl.O, AI-Ra’I 
newspaper writes dial this call 
clearly means (lint US leniency 
with Israel, ns well as America's 
hard-line policy towards the PIT), 
arc basic reasons for the stumbling 
of the pence process in the Middle 
East. 

"The call nlso means that the Eu- 
ropean parliamentarians are hold- 
ing the US administration respon- 
sible and view it as the parly which 
should change its practices if Israel 
is to be forced to respect the inter- 
national will nnd accept a just and 
comprehensive peace," Al-Ra'l 
says. 

It adds that last week's EEC summit 
statement on the Middle East sug- 
gests that the European commun- 
ity docs not accept the argument 
(hat America is incapable or exer- 
cising pressure on Israel. So the ball 
now is in the US court, after the 
Arabs have done all they can to 
promote the projected peace 
process. It remains to be seen if the 
US administration can lend the 
process to a successful conclusion.

INDEPENDENCE DAY FOR EVERY nation around 
the world Is an occasion for a joyous celebration of 
national pride and honour, and for non-Western 
nations, a time for commemorating the day when 
the chains of western colonial occupation were 
broken, and the nations were set flree. Palestinian 
people continue to be denied their right for In- 
dependence and self determination.

A Turkish view on the 
problem of Cyprus 


To the editor: 


I have read the views of the Greek Cypriot side on the 
Cyprus question which appeared in your newspaper on 1 3 
January under the title "Another view ofthe island’s hopes 
nnd fears". Although [ a in fully it wore ofthe Tact t hat the snid 
views, w-hich appeared in the “opinion" column of your

Quite a number of myths about 
women are exploded, blown apart 
under the impact of these major fin- 
dings. 

• THE FEMALE midlife crisis may lie 
a fiction. Women in their 50s are fin- 
ding that feelings of well-being have 
little to do with age. Unlike men. who 
anguish at the thought of lime running 
out and hrood over their mortality, 
women in general are not plagued by 
such anxieties. 

• WOMEN are less alike than they 


used to he. Going hack to work at age 
40 after 20 years as a housewife, ,i wo- 
man must wrestle with challenges en- 
tirely different from those confronting 
a single woman of the same age who is 
fighting for promotion in one of the 
competitive professions.
